In some cases 
this demand was complied with, in others 
the employers offered to compromise, aud 
hereafter to make new building contracts on 
a basis that would enable them to pay the 
price demanded. On Sunday last at a mass 
meeting of union carpenters, a resolation 
was adopted to the effect that no union car- 
peuter return to work until all are reinstated 
at the advance, and that all the bosses will- 
ing to concede the demand be compelled to 

the unton in forcing the others to do 
likewise. As no reporters were allowed at 
the meeting only the drift of the resolations 
can be given at this writing. The managers 
of the Carpenters" Union it will be seen pro- 
pose to domineer over bosses who have al- 
ready met the advance and compel them. to 
shut up basiness and become emlssarles of 
the Union in the effort to force all the bosses 
Into the advance.

to bo enumerated. Through theories, specula- 
tions, revolte against conventlonallsm, In- 
ventions and discoveries, man works inces- 
santly, and, oftentimes with an extravagance 
which at least the spiritaal philosophér can 
understand. They who are drank with the 
wine of the spirit seldom realize thelr own 
condition. " 

Russia, the most conservative of all na- 
tions, bas imbibed of the same fountain, and 
the unrest is deep down in the heart of her 
oppressed millions. The reformation has be/ 
gun in the higher classes; the great mass 
tollere have been from the beginning of na- 
tional life, held IIke slaves. Drilled into pas- 
sive submission, thelr thinking Is done for 
them by those of higher grade of intelll- 
génce, those less oppressed, who yet feel the 
claim of universal brotherhood.

A Papal Nunclo to America, 


The Pope of Rome proposes to establish a 
Nunelo in the United States. “This fonction. 
ary is always more or less a political of- 
ficial. He takes charge of cases which in- 
volvo the civil (and even criminal) relations 
of cNizens, subjects of the Catholle faith, 
to the nation; but all this is outside of, and 
alien to, our laws and constitution, against 
which no religions have any right,. much leas 
any especial privileges, There is here, there- 
fore, no place for a papal nuncio, any more 
than for u lot of Protestant nuncios. The 
Catholica are not blind to this point. Nev- 
ertheless they are determined on having 
here a nuncio. They know that he cannot 
be numbered among the acknowledged po- 
litical envoys of the nations; aud that he must 


ly. What, then, can be theirobject and hope? 
That circumstances will occur which will 
give him án opportunity tobe conspicuous 
and to securea practical recognition in time. 
It was in accordance with this policy that Pa- 
pal Rome gradually gained her power. 

The papal hierarchy do not believe in the 
stability of our free institations, with the 
perfect séparation of Church and State which 
here obtains. They hope for coming: em- 
broilmenta in civil affairs, which they have 
always made thelr supreme opportunity for 
interference and for the exercise of priestly 
Influence and the development of priestly 
power; and this power can never advance 
while the world stands except at the expensd 
of personal independence and civil freedom. 

On these accounts we call attention to this 
new move on the part of that most terrible

We 
must give to it a comparative study, a study 
in the light of other polities,—religlous, 
ecclesiastice and civil,—and thence form a 
sober judgment of relative probabilities, 
dangers and duties as citizens. 


Critical Ahalysis, 


If anyone deems it an easy or very lucra- 
tive task to edit and publish a paper which 
has for one of its leading purposes the sel- 
entific exposition and confirmation of the 
phenomena of Spiritualism, only a limited 
experimental knowledge will be necessary to 
remove the illusion.
